Special  education  classes  go  on  trips  to  hardware 
stores,  restaurants,  the  bank,  and  the  laundry  mat  They  learn  how  to 
use  a  calculator  and  how  to  read  menus  and  telephone  books. 

"The  prime  objective  of  the  special  education  class  is  to  teach  functional 
living  skills.  We  want  the  student  to  be  able  to  hold  a  competitive  job  and 
to  be  an  independent  part  of  the  community,"  said  Cheryl  Morrell 
'Teaching  special  education  is  not  different  from  teaching  regular 
classes,  as  far  as  education  goes.  I  ha  ve  to  be  able  to  teach  a  skill  in  different 
ways.  Then  I  have  to  be  able  to  re-teach  and  re-teach  it  until  it  has  been 
mastered.  I  have  gained  worlds  of  patience  and  flexibility  from  teaching 
special  education  I  have  learned  to  see  students  by  their  capabilities,  not 
preconceived  ideas.  Look  beyond  what  you  see.  When  you  know  one  of 
the  special  education  students,you  do  not  even  see  the  handicap  anymore." 

MorrelTs  favorite  part  of  teaching  special  education  is  seeing  the  end 
result  when  a  student  can  function  independendy.  "I  have  taught 
special  education  for  30  years.  Getting  feedback  and  knowing  that 
students  are  holding  jobs  and  living  in  their  chosen  manner  are  my 
favorite  memories."

"When  we  all  came  into  our  westling 
room  I  couldn't  believe  that  Olympic  gold 
medalist  Rulon  Gardner  was  training  right 
there  in  front  of  us  in  our  wrestling  room!  It 
was  unbelievable !  I  was  in  awe  knowing 
that  in  Rome  and  Russia  and  those  places,  he 
is  like  the  Michael  Jordan  of  wrestling,  and 
he  was  in  our  gym"  said  sophomore  Jordan 
Knudson 

Gardner  came  to  here  to  give  a  speech 
promoting  the  Olympic  qualifying 
tournament.  While  he  was  here  he  decided  to 
give  the  wrestlers  a  few  pointers  on  how  to 
improve  their  technique. 

Sophomore  Corey  Phillips  was  amazed 
at  the  opportunity  to  meet  an  Olympic 
athlete.  "He  was  a  really  big  guy.  Before  he 
came  they  told  me  an  Olympic  athlete  was 
coming  to  our  schooL  I  kind  of  knew  who  he 
waa  but  I  wasn't  sure  until  he  was  right  in 
front  of  me.  When  I  saw  him  I  was  just 
shocked  by  his  presence.  Just  meeting  him

Like,  the  park  and 
street  riders  will  leam  to  grind  and  have  a  good 
bunnyhop  and  the  dirt  riders  will  leam  to  get  big  air 
and  do  tricks  like  a  superman  or  a  seat  grab  or  try  to 
combine  as  many  tricks  as  possible.

"I  think  that  the  adoption  agency  is  so  successful 
because  most  people  don't  know  about  adoption  agencies 
so  they  look  to  the  phone  book,"  said  Williams. 

Williams  and  Petro  were  put  in  contact  with  a  mother  who 
was  expecting  a  child  right  outside  of  Houston.  The  mother 
was  looking  to  give  up  the  baby  because  she  didn't  have  the 
financial  resources  to  take  care  of  her.  "Tess's  mother  was 
basically  homeless.  She  called  the  agency  from  a  payphone  to 
get  help  with  the  adoption,"  said  Williams. 

After  adopting  Tess,  the  Williams  moved  on  to  adopt 
Ellie.  "As  soon  as  Ellie  came  home  Tess  fell  in  love  with  her. 
She  would  come  into  the  room  and  go  right  to  her.  They 
share  a  room.  When  we  change  Ellie's  diaper  and  she  makes 
a  noise,  Tess  will  cup  her  hand  around  her  ear  and  say  'sis?'," 
said  Williams. 


Deanna  York 


It  has  been  two  years  since  Deanna  York,  chemistry, 
and  her  husband  Brian  York  first  started  trying  to  adopt 
their  little  bundle  of  joy.  To  them  it  has  been  a  long 
two  years,  but  Jacqueline  Azucena  Gue-Xoy  has  now 
became  Jacquline  Renee  York. 

The  Yorks  decided  to  start  trying  to  adopt  after 
being  told  that  they  had  a  30  percent  chance  of 
conceiving  a  child.  "We  wanted  to  spend  our  money 
on  something  that  was  a  sure  thing  instead  of  spending 
thousands  of  dollars  on  something  that  we  might  not 
even  get,"  said  Deanna  York. 

A  typical  adoption  takes  four  to  seven  months. 
However,  the  Yorks  attempted  to  adopt  another  child 
before  they  got  to  Jacqueline.  While  the  Yorks  were  in 
the  process  of  adopting  the  first  child,  the  social 
worker  that  was  working  on  their  case  was  placed  into 
a  mental  institution.  The  judge  in  family  court  threw 
out  all  of  the  paperwork  that  the  Yorks  had  completed. 
Following  this  decision  the  judge  took  a  three  month 
vacation.  After  he  returned,  some  of  the  papers  that  the 
Yorks  had  completed  were  expired  and  they  had  to  start 
the  whole  process  over. 

After  being  in  family  court  for  eight  and  a  half 
months,  Deanna  York  was  placed  with  a  difficult 
descision.  She  had  to  choose  rather  or  not  she  wanted 
to  switch  children.  "Brian  told  me  that  1  could  decide 
if  we  were  going  to  change  children.  We  are  so  glad 
that  we  did  it  now,"  said  York. 

After  several  struggles  with  the  adoption  and  with 
struggles  at  the  beginning  of  Jacqueline's  adoption  the 
Yorks  were  told  in  November  that  they  would  have 
Jacqueline  at  home  before  Christmas. 

After  the  successful  adoption  of  Jacqueline,  the 
Yorks  have  moved  onto  their  second  adoption  of  a 
newborn  baby  girl  from  the  United  States.  "We  hope 
that  things  go  smoother  than  the  first  time,"  said  York.

Stealing  Identities 


Merle  Steele.  FACS.  stood  at  home  sorting  through 
her  mail  when  she  came  home  across  an  envelope.  Inside, 
there  was  a  bill  that  she  had  been  receiving  monthly 
since  last  winter.butthisonewasdifferenLAn  unknown 
$200  charge  had  appeared  from  a  store  in  California. 

"1  did  not  yet  know  if  it  was  identity  theft  or  credit 
card  fraud.  I  thought  it  was  some  sort  of  mistake."  said 
Steele. 

The  problems  occured  after  a  trip  to  a  bridal  store  to 
prepare  for  a  wedding.  "When  I  went  to  purchase  the 
items  for  my  daughter's  wedding  I  opened  a  card  account 
at  the  store.  That  was  the  only  time  tliat  I  had  used  the 
account.  Something  had  gone  wrong  at  the  credit 
compny,"  said  Steele. 

"I  had  to  send  a  ton  of  information  to  the  company  in 
California.  I  had  to  file  several  statements  to  prove  that 
I  was  telling  the  truth,"  said  Steele. 

Looking  back  on  the  experience  Stelle  doesn't  think 
that  there  is  a  lot  more  that  she  could  have  done.  "I  don't 
know  if  there  is  anything  that  I  could  have  done 
differently  to  prevent  this  from  happening,"  said  Steele. 

Steele  is  not  the  only  member  who  has  had  to  deal 
with  identity  theft  Sally  Klingerman,  guidance,  had  a 
similar  situatuion  with  the  credit  of  her  mother.  "We 
think  what  happened  was  that  some  smooth  talker 
talked  her  into  giving  them  her  bank  account  info  and 
accessed  her  account  to  charge  hundreds  of  dollars." 

When  Klingerman  attempted  to  receive  assistance 
from  the  attorney  general,  she  was  told  that  she  would 
have  to  give  them  speccifics.  With  her  mother's  age  she 
was  unable  to  remember  these  details 

Through  the  struggles  that  both  faculty  members 
have  had.  they  learned  valuable  lessons. 

"My  mother  no  longer  has  a  checking  account  She 
now  only  has  a  savings  account  and  she  has  to  go  to  the 
bank  to  withdraw.  It  is  kind  of  a  pain  but  we  know  that 
it  is  safer  that  way."  said  Klingerman 


How  have  the  changes 
in  budget  affected  you 
and  the  way  that  you 
teach?

'It  is  necessary  that  we  give  some  sort  of 
achievement  asessment  In  Indiana  it  is  the  GQE 
The  federal  government  uses  student  achieve- 
ment and  each  school  has  to  put  students  into 
categories  such  as  white,  black  poverty,  and 
special  education  Each  category  has  a  specific 
number  signifying  achievements.
